The Story of This Strange Career and

Vital statistics for October as re­ 
torted fast being brought within the 
control of health are encouragaing in 
many respects. The total number of 
births reported exceeds the deaths by 
3,266. During the month there were 
4.792 births and 1,526 deaths report­ 
ed. The total number of eases of 
dlptheria reported was 118, and out 
cf the number only 29 cases proved 
fatal, which shows that this disease 
is to the Oklahoma state commission 
of medical science.’ Out of 500 cases 
of typhoid fever HS proved fatal. The 
-howing for tuberculosis is gratifying, 
only 116 cases in the state and 63 
deaths. 
The showing, considered from the 
death rate viewpoint in the m atter of 
tuberculosis, might not appeal to the

as 
being 
one 
for 
gratification. However, the small num­ 
ber of cases in the state with its 
big population and the healthfulness 
of the climate generally known, is the 
point which may be looked to with 
satisfaction.

Its -late Kansas career included ser­ 
vices in the office of the Lecompton 
New 'Era, the Chase County Banner 
and the Cowley County Censor. Af­ 
ter that a Sedalia, Mo., newspaper 
man bought it and took it out of the 
state, but according to R. B. Quinn; 
former editor of the Guymon Herald. 
it again worked its way westward 
and landed in Liberal in 1883 or 1889 
as the property of Lambert Wilstet- 
adt. In 18tK) it was moved to Hard­ 
esty, Okla., and used in getting out 
the Times, a paper succeeded by the 
, Hardesty 
Herald, 
which 
later 
be­ 
came the Guymon Herald. 
The historic old press was made 
under one of the earliest patents is­ 
sued the number of the patent being 
close to IOO as shown by a plate fast­ 
ened to the bed. of the press, which 
has -been removed since the press was 
moved to Guymon.
